Chicago, IL (EFE).- El 
legislador Luis Gutiérrez pidió 
este lunes, el apoyo del concilio 
municipal de Chicago a una 
propuesta de ley que presentará 
la próxima semana en el Con- 
greso para conceder la residencia 
permanente a miles de indocu- 
mentados. 

Gutiérrez, representante de- 
mócrata por Illinois, hizo las 
declaraciones en una audiencia 
pública en la que se manifestó a 
favor de una resolución munici- 
pal, propuesta por el concejal Ri- 
chard Mell, en la que el concilio 
expresa su apoyo a una amnistía 
general. 

La resolución que debe ser 
aprobada hoy miércoles por el 
pleno del concilio municipal y 
por el alcalde Richard Daley, será 
enviada posteriormente al Con- 
greso de Estados Unidos. 

“En esta ocasión, señor 
presidente, estoy formalmente

This week I saw a friend of 
mine on the local television news 
station, an experience that was 
shocking and painful. Anne (not 
her real name) was being inter- 
viewed in the waiting room at an 
Emergency Housing Consortium 
homeless shelter where she had 
been staying with her husband and 
children. 

She and her husband are 
working parents who make more 
than $20 per hour, yet still couldn’t 
come up with enough money to 
pay the rent on the modest two- 


| bedroom apartment where they 


had been living with Anne’s par- 
ents before they were all evicted. 
The parents now live in their van 


on the streets, and because Anne 
has two preschool-aged children, 
they are eligible to stay at the fam- 
ily shelter. I know her parents and 
I can surmise that Anne’s case is 
even more complex than she ex- 
plained, with brothers and sisters 
also living in the streets. Ican only 
assume that she was keeping the 
story straightforward in order to 
make a point. 

In the interview, Anne tiredly 
explained that “For a long time I 
kept it a secret at work. I didn’t 
want anyone to know because I 
felt a little embarrassed that (my 
husband and) I couldn’t take care 
of our family. It could be anybody 
(who is homeless). It could be 
your neighbor, it could be the per- 


son you work with.” 

She could have added that it 
could be a friend whom you have 
lost touch with because the phone 
number was no longer in service 
and there was no forwarding num- 
ber. 

Later on that same WB net- 
work station broadcast, San Jose 
Mayor Ron Gonzales was inter- 
viewed live on his response to the 
housing crisis in the South Bay. 
He announced that he was form- 
ing a housing team that would 
“consist of a small group of home 
builders (developers?), labor lead- 
ers and environmentalists” who 
would be charged with develop- 
ing a plan within 60 days, with

Candidates fight for Silicon Valley

San José, Calif. (AP) - The 
dominance of “The Industry” in 
this culturally left-of-center capi- 
tal of high-tech has both candi- 
dates taking some curious posi- 


| tions in a pivotal race in determin- 


ing which party will run the 
House of Representatives next 
year, 

Mike Honda, the Democrat 
hoping to succeed Tom Campbell 
- the longshot challenger for 
Democrat Diane Feinstein's Sen- 
ate seat - is distancing himself 
from organized labor. GOP oppo- 
nent Jim Cunneen, meanwhile, is 
stressing the need and his support 
for preserving abortion rights. 

“This is a fight for the hearts 
and souls of the whole spectrum 
of people who live and work in 
the valley,” not just technology 
workers, says Ruben Barrales, 
who heads a quality-of-life group 
called Joint Venture: Silicon Val- 
ley Network. 

A November swing of just six 
seats in the 222-211 majority now 
held by Republicans could return 
the House to Democratic control 
for the first time since 1994, And 
registration in this 15th District 
tilts Democratic despite Republi- 
can Campbell's hold on it for four 
terms. 

The race is so important to 
Democrats that when Honda was 
wavering on whether to seek the 
seat, he got a call from President 
Clinton. Run, Clinton, said, and

Nine months later, Clinton is 
making good on his IOU, flying 
in on Saturday to help Honda col- 
lect about $500,000. Last week, 
Vice President Al Gore dropped 
in at a rally for Honda. 

Clinton attended a Honda 
fund-raiser Saturday night at a 
San Jose home. About 350 people 
were asked to contribute $1,000 
each. Hand-rolled sushi rolls, 
teriyaki barbecue chicken and 
green tea ice cream were served. 

“I never in my wildest dreams 
thought I'd be introduced by a 
Japanese-American wearing cow- 
boy boots,” Clinton said. “You're

America’ right there.”

Clinton stressed the impor- 
tance of Democrats maintaining 
a majority. 

“I can't tell you how impor- 
tant I think it is for Mike and so 
many of our other good candi- 
dates here to win these House 
races. I have so much greater ap- 
preciation than I ever did before I 
became president of the impor- 
tance of every single seat in the 
House, every single seat in the 
Senate. Our economic plan in 
1993 passed by a single vote,” 
Clinton said. 

With the seat just as vital to. 
Republicans, the GOP has dis- 
patched its celebrities here, too, 
including Arizona Sen. John 
McCain,to boost Cunneen.

Llega la noche del 13 de sep- 
tiembre, decenas de limosinas co- 
mienzan a rodear la entrada prin- 
cipal del Staples Center de Los 
Ángeles. Cientos de reporteros de 
espectáculos de diversos países 
aguardan al lado de centenares de 
personas la llegada de los músicos 
latinos de mayor proyección inter- 
nacional. 

Entre sonrisas y saludos, el 
resplandor del flash de las cáma- 
ras escolta a los artistas que ca- 
minan sobre la alfombra roja que 
por un lado les guía a la sede de la 
primera entrega de los premios de 
la Academia Latina de Artes y 
Ciencias de la Grabación (LA- 
RAS por sus siglas inglés), y por 
el otro pretende cubrir toda la po- 
lémica que empañaría la celebra- 
ción del evento. 

La casa del equipo de balon- 
cesto profesional Lakers de Los 
Ángeles transformada en un gi- 
gantesco foro de televisión. La ca- 
dena CBS sería el amo y señor de 
la producción; parte de la premia- 
ción sería televisada en vivo den- 
tro del horario estelar y de mayor 
audiencia. 

Con anterioridad la imagen 
del Grammy Latino se había visto 
afectada por las declaraciones de 
una de las empresas discográficas 
más reconocidas en la industria.

The only subtitles during 
the broadcast were in the form of 
commercials from AT&T, K- 
Mart, Chevrolet and Budweiser, 
among others. 

There was concern that the 


| Latin Grammy Awards would 
| alienate a monolingual English- 


speaking audience, but Jack 
Sussman, CBS vice president for 
specials who oversaw the broad- 
cast, was quoted in the New York 


Times as saying, “Is it a risk? 


Sure.” He went on to say that “the 
talent involved in the show and 
the potential for building a new 
annual franchise on the network 
outweighed concerns that En- 
glish-speaking viewers would 
tune out.” 

$1.3 Trillion Market 

Besides making history, CBS 
also stood to make money, a lot 
of it. 

According to data recently re- 
leased by researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia's Selig Center 
for Economic Growth, the collec- 
tive buying power of minorities 
in America is projected to reach 
$1.3 trillion next year, up from 
$647 billion in 1990. Although 
African Americans are currently 
leading the pack among minori- 
ties, Latinos are the fastest grow- 
ing group in buying power, which 
is projected to reach $1 trillion 
within 10 years. African Ameri- 
cans have $572.1 billion in buy- 
ing power, followed by Latinos at 
$452.4 billion, Asian Americans 
at $253.8 billion and American 
Indians at $34.7 billion. The over- 
all national consumer buying 
power is estimated at over $7 tril- 
lion. 

According to the 1999 US 
Census Bureau's population esti- 
mates, the national Latino popu- 
lation was 31.3 million,’ a 39.7% 
increase from 1990; African 
Americans were 34.9 million, a 
14.4% increase from 1990; Asian 
Americans at 10.8 million, a 44% 
increase; and American Indians at 
2.4 million, a 14.3% increase. Al- 
together, the nonwhite popula- 
tions accounted for 79.4 million 
vs. 196.6 million for the Non- 
Latino White population. The 


Non-Latino White population ex- 
perienced a 4.3% increase in the 
same period. The 2000 Census

The Republican incumbent Con- 
gressman of the 27th District, 
James Rogan, who played a key 
role in the Clinton 's impeachment 
hearings in Congress, is being 
challenged by Democrat Adam 
Schiff. Rogan finished the pri-

sitive, particularly because it usu-

Each 
time, newspapers or magazines 
splash them on their front pages 
and we are again treated to stories 
that, intentional or not, leave sub- 
liminal messages. Between stories 
of cannibalism and human saori- 
fice — from one end of the conti- 
nent to the other — many people 
have internalized the idea that in- 
digenous people descend from 
peoples who uniquely engaged ini 
these two practices. It also serves 
to rationalize the underpinnings of 
Manifest Destiny — that prior. to 
arrival of Europeans or westward 
expansion, only “savages” anid 
“mongrels” inhabited these deso- 
late lands. age 
As such, it’s not the findings 
that are in question, but the intru- 
siveness of the incessant archaeo- 
logical work and the media exploi- 
tation of it. As noted earlier, our 
society has already learned that 
cannibalism and human sacrifice 
are not good. Perhaps now there's 
a more useful function for these. 
types of archaeologists: Maybe 
they should examine the feces of 
those who support human sacrifice 
(capital punishment) today. In do- 
ing so, perhaps we will be able to 
learn the “social context, causes 
and consequences” as to why an 
otherwise educated sector of the 
U.S. populace continues to sup- 
port the taking of human life when: 
other societies have already abol- 
ished this medieval practice. _

Largest Alzheimer’s event scheduled 
for October 7 on Treasure Island

Alzheimer’s Association Ex- 
ecutive Director William H. 
Fisher said this is the largest event 
for Alzheimer’s disease and re- 
lated disorders in the Bay Area 
and part of a nationwide series of 
Alzheimer’s Association Memory 
Walk events during late Septem- 
ber/early October. 

Fisher said this year’s 
Memory Walk is especially 
timely. The recent World 
Alzheimer’s Congress 2000, or- 
ganized by the Alzheimer's Asso- 
ciation in Washington, D.C., pro- 
duced “a cascade of good news 
from the research front about 
Alzheimer’s disease and related 
disorders.” 

The Association is finding 
that Bay Area personal interest in 
Alzheimer’s and related subjects 
is increasingly intense, even 
among the general public not yet 
touched by Alzheimer’s and simi- 
lar disorders. About 4,000 Bay 
Area residents are expected to at- 
tend the October 7 event, and the 
organization aims to raise a quar- 
ter of a million dollars to further 

its mission — “Creating a world 
without Alzheimer’s and enhanc- 
ing life for those who live with it.” 

Fisher said attendance at 
Memory Walk 2000 will represent 
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both the research and the 
caregiving sides of the 
Association's mission. He said, 
“Alzheimer’s disease is 
everyone's problem. By 2040, 
when baby boomers are at great- 
est risk, 14 million Americans are 
expected to have developed 
Alzheimer’s. That will be a quar- 
ter million just in the Bay Area. 
No one in the Bay Area will be 
untouched by this coming train 
wreck of a disease unless we act 
now to find a cure or prevention, 
and to shore up support systems 
for those captured by the disease.”

Fisher said, “We are telling 
these folks they must get in- 
volved, because it will take every 
one of us to solve this complex 
problem.

.' The same justification was 
made for this “sweetheart” deal as 
was given for many other City fi- 
nancial gifts to highly profitable 
corporations and companies; that 
“The House of Blues” would 
bring “revitalization” to the down- 
town as well as pay significant 
taxes into the City coffers. The 
overwhelming majority of corpo- 
rations pay their rent AND their 
taxes, and would certainly be at- 
tracted to open an establishment 
in San Jose in order to pocket 
some of the impressive disposable 
incomes from the large population 
of dot-comers looking for amuse- 
ment. 

The following day, ACORN 
(Association of Community Or- 
ganizations for Reform Now) an- 
nounced a protest in front of a 
Julian Street affordable housing 
project under construction by de- 
veloper Barry Swenson.

been subsidized on numerous oc- 
casions by the city for providing 
this type “affordable” housing in 
the past, of which Anne and her 
family would not be able to afford. 
Their income of twenty dollars 
per hour computes to a little over 
$38,000 per year before taxes. 
Anne and her husband would 
need to double their income; to 
make more than $40 per hour, in 
order to afford “affordable” hous- 
ing according to city guidelines. 
That is if they were not out “bid” 
by desperate apartment seekers 
who work in “profitable Silicon 
Valley” jobs and who can afford 
to pay almost any rental price to 
successfully compete against 
blue-collar family incomes for 
“market-rate” housing. 

Present in the ACORN march 
were citizen activists as well as 
local families who were experi- 
encing the tight housing squeeze 
first hand. Hortensia, a mother of 
twin 17-year olds and two 
younger teens, and her husband 
had lived in a one bedroom apart- 
ment on the 300 block of Julian 
Street for 17 years. The rent had 
been raised steadily over the last 
18 months. Even though they still 
paid the bills, they had been given 
an eviction notice without any ex- 


planation and were now desper- 
ately looking for a place to move 
to by October 6". With two weeks 
to go, they still hadn’t found one. 

Hortensia can’t think of a rea- 
son for the eviction, except that 
they had been complaining about 
the 3-year old toilet leak that came 
down into their rental from the 
apartment on the next floor. Both 
parents work and the kids go to 
local junior high and high schools. 
They are facing the same prob- 
ability as my friend Anne. 
Hortensia felt she didn’t have any- 
thing to lose by marching in the 
ACORN protest. 

Her neighbor also received an 
unexplained eviction notice from 
the same land lord. Maria’s fam- 
ily includes five kids ranging from 
9 to 17 years of age. She had lived 
in the first block of Julian street 
for more than four years in a 
house that had been divided into 
various units. She was paying 
$750 per month with a $50 yard 
cleanup charge to live in the base- 
ment. 

The lesson learned from the 
housing problems of these three 
working women is that home- 
lessness can happen to contribut- 
ing citizens who make more than 
$20 per hour. One can ask, “How 
is that possible?” We can say it is 
greedy landlords. But the re- 
sponse could be that everyone has 
the right to make a living. We can 
say it’s a City administration that 
considers “revitalization” as 
bountifully giving million-dollar 
gifts to profit-making businesses. 
But it is nice to see a quality mu- 
sic show once or twice a year. 

So many working families are 
living under sub-standard condi- 
tions, and yet nothing apparently 
illegal is being committed. At the 
very least, overlooking funda- 
mental human rights and defac- 
ing the dignity of the family is un- 
ethical and we should all be pro- 
testing.

Cunneen points to legislation 
he has authored limited punitive 
damages in Y2K-related cases, 
enhancing protection of company 
secrets and expanding research 
and development tax credits. 

“I'm a person who comes 
from the industry,” he says. 

The industry has signaled its 
preference for Cunneen through 
political donations: Computer 
equipment and services company 
contributions to Cunneen have 
outpaced those to Honda more 
than 5-1, according to the inde- 
pendent Center for Responsive 


Politics. 

But California's blanket pri- 
mary last March suggested voters 
were leaning toward Honda. He 
was preferred over Cunneen 40- 


. 33 percent in the primary. 


Honda says he would be a 
vigorous advocate for the valley's 
interests, while offering a broader 
set of credentials. His detainment 
in Japanese internment camps 
during World War II left him de- 
termined to have a voice in gov- 
ernment. 

“Being incarcerated without 
due process, being presumed 
guilty rather than innocent, were 
two things that helped me under- 
stand we have to preserve those 
two principles,” Honda said. “Ab- 
sence is not an option.”

ceived an extensive tour and brief- 
ing as to the history and purpose 
of the various training courses, 
including talks with alumni and 
staff. Impressed with the ability 
of CET to outreach and to educate 
adults with strong barriers to suc- 


| cess, as well as extremely complex 


needs and backgrounds; John 
Sobrato committed himself and 
the Sobrato Family Foundation to 
assisting CET in enlarging the en- 
dowment fund they founded and 
in creating an initiative to increase 
education and training opportuni- 
ties for low income communities, 
helping CET to continue what it 
has been doing for over 30 years. 

Facing the best and worst of 
times during the 1990's, CET had 
expanded to operate with a yearly 
budget of over $25 million dol- 


| lars; maintaining more than 25 


training institutes throughout the 
United States. Conversely, during 
the late 1990's, CET experienced 
a series of financial crisis, each 
more devastating than the last; cre- 
ating a financial roller coaster ride 
that caused many long-term staff 
members to leave the organiza- 
tion. 

Eventually the pressure was 
exacerbated by a Department of 
Education investigation of CET's 
record keeping that resulted in a

long-term freezing of governmen- 
tal funding. 

Although nothing unethical 
or illegal was uncovered, the on- 
going investigation crippled the 
nearly 30 year old institution. The 
frozen government reimburse- 
ments for services already ren- 
dered prevented CET from meet- 
ing its weekly cash-flow needs. 
Eventually, in order to meet finan- 
cial obligations, the crisis resulted 
with the selling of most of CET 
real estate holdings and training 
center properties and the forced 
retirement of its original Execu- 
tive Director, Russell Tershy, in 
the early Fall of 1999. Soon af- 
ter, Hermelinda Sapien was pro- 
moted from Chief Operations Di- 
rector to that of CET’s chief ex- 
ecutive. 

During these difficult times, 
the State of California changed 
governors and restructured the 
training fund distribution process, 
eliminating the PIC (Private In- 
dustry Council) request-for-pro- 
posal routine that had been in 
place for more than a decade, and 
set the state funding process up 
for bid. It was won by the City of 
San Jose, which hastily organized 
a hodgepodge department and 
new staff that are still seeking to 
develop the processes for funding

With so much of its funding 
either frozen, in limbo, or facing 
governmental modifications, the 
non-profit organization scaled 
back, making difficult decisions 
to close unproductive centers and 
to lay off a large percentage of its 
staff in a fraught attempt to con- 
solidate resources and surf the 
crest of budgetary hardships. 

Boasting new board mem- 
bers, a revitalized Industrial Ad- 
visory Council, and tightened in- 
ternal record-keeping, the reno- 
vated Center for Employment 
Training is growing again, slow- 
ing over-coming the monetary set- 
backs of the last five years. The 
new Sobrato Endowment Fund 
installed a most important source 
of assistance for those students 
who represent the neediest of the 
needy, unable to meet even the 
smallest matching funds after in- 
dividual student grants and loans 
are utilized.CET hopes to be able 
to help more low income students 
by raising another four million 
dollars to supplement the initial 
donation by the Sobrato Founda- 
tion.
